According to the statistics pre- 
pared by the Ontario depart- 
ment of municipal affairs, there 
was no change in the assessed 
population of Newmarket from 
1943 to 1944. The number set 
for both years is 3.956. 

Assessed value of land rose in 
1914 to $513,478 from $511,468 in 
1943. Assessed value of build- 
ings dropped in 1944 to $1,041,- 
870 from $1, €55,710 in 1943. 
Business assessment values rose 
from £160.243 in 1943 to $185,233 

in 1944. 
Of tli^r total assessed value of 

$2,340,581, a total of $1,819,903 is 
assessed for public schools and 
$115,830 is assessed for separate- 
schools. 

Total revenue from taxes and 
other sources is $134,390 for 1944.
